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PROTEST KILLING 
OF DEERBECAUSE 


OF CROP DAMAGES 


Pennsylvania S o I o n s 
Receive Complaints 
Against Action Of 
Game Commis­ 
sion. 


Protests against plans of the State 
Game Commission lo permit more ex­ 
tensive killing of deer in Cumberland, 
Perry, Adams, 
Franklin and other 
counties where 
these 
animals 
have 
caused heavy fruit damage are being 
received by Pennsylvania senators and 
representatives in Washington, it was 
learned recently. 
The game commission, in a state­ 
ment made public a few days ago, 
however, [joints out that farmers are 
not abusing the deer-killing privilege 
granted them for the protection of 
fields and orchards. 
Seth E. Gordon, secretary of the 
commission, declares that “killing of 
deer during the last rmmth has been ' 
very little greater than during the 
same period in PJ24.” 
In one of the 
letters 
received 
in 
Washington, the writer asserts that 
the game commission is contemplat­ 
ing a new plan under which special 
licenses are to bo issued for the kill­ 
ing of does in counties where fruit 
arid crop damage has been reported. 
Fetter Of Protest 
“The proposition has not yet been 
made public,” the letter said. 
“Sev­ 
eral thousand licenses to kill does are 
to he issued in Adams, Franklin and 
Cumberland counties as well 
as 
a 
large number in other parts of the 
state, at $2.50 per. 
Free permits to 
be issued to a large number of land 
owners to kill doe any time during the 
year arni retain the carcass. 
“The killing of 
deer 
presumably 
doing damage has been going on for 
tome time, one man 
in Cumberland 
county having killed 2K, twenty-three 
being 
bucks. 
Another 
man 
killed 
probably IOO.” 
The 
game 
commission statement 
announces that at a later date there 
will be designated “several sections in 
which d<*er damages have been most 
acute and from 
which a 
number of 
surplus deer are 
to be 
removed by 
sportsmen under special deer license 
during a special season declared by 
the bourd after the middle of Decem­ 
ber.” 
At the offices of the commission it 
was pointed out that these deer killed 
by the farmers mentioned in the let­ 
ter have been slain over a period of 
a number of years. 
These farm ers 
have been especially hard hit by deer 
attacks upon their crops, it was as­ 
serted. 
At present the 
game 
commission 
issues a special $5 license for the kill­ 
ing of does, but very 
few 
hunters 
have purchased the permits. 
Regulate Licenses 
In regard to 
the 
proposed 
new 
license mentioned in the Washington 
letter it is believed that only a limit­ 
ed number of these might bt* issued 
and these only in .sections where the 
game commission has discovered evi­ 
dence of heavy damage.

Philadelphia, Aug. 20.—The agree­ 
ment between the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road and the city providing for ex­ 
tensive improvements with the (build­ 
ing of a new railroad terminal in West 
Philadelphia was presented to the pub­ 
lic service commission for approval. 
The new terminal is to be located 
at 30th and Market streets and will be 
connected by subway with an under­ 
ground station at 15th and Market 
streets. 
Work will be started as 
soon as the public service commission 
consent, is obtained.

French gov­ 
ernm ent counts upon

favorable 
te rm s from th e U nited States for the 
funding of F ran ce’s debt as Belgium 
receives. 
F oreign M inister C aillaux’s funding 
plan will not be subm itted for the ap ­ 
proval of the Fench C abinet until the 
end of th e m onth, when the com posi­ 
tion of th e m ission also will be an ­ 
nounced.
